| Tardieu government headed by one of 
the youngest premiers France has ever 
had, vigorously launched the declara- 
tion of its policy in the chamber of 
deputies today and prepared to with- 
stand the counter-attack that is ex- 
pected from the opposition tomorrow. 

Parliament was adjourned late. in 
the evening without voting on the 
ministerial declaration, which M. Tar- 
dieu himself read. The deputies will 
meet tomorrow and then the govern- 
ment will ask for a vote of confidence. 
On the result of this the life of the 
government depends. 


Its chances of success seemed 
brighter today. If the deputies vote 
as they applaud Premier Tardieu can 
count on a majority of from 50 to 
100 votes. 

M. Tardieu departed from the prece- 
dent of a score of years by introdu& 
ing an imposing list of specific re- 
forms the government intended to car- 
ry out into the ministeria] declara- 
tion, instead of general promises. He 
even told what the reforms would cost. 

The opposition sat silent while he 
read his list to the applause of the 
right and the center. 

When he had finished reading, the 
discussion of the interpellations ad- 
dressed by individual deputies to the 
government began. Only five speakers 
out of a score scheduled had a chance 
to attack the ministry, but one of 
these seemed dangerous. 

M. Franklin-Bouillon, leader of a 
small group that seceded from the 
radica] socialist party in 1928, made 
a violent attack on former Premier 
Briand, who promises to be a general 
target for attack as minister of for- 
eign affairs. 

Franklin-Bouillon directed his of- 
fensive at M. Briand for what he 
called “a too liberal policy, always 
giving and never getting.’’ 

He opposed early evacuation of the 
Rhineland, affirming that German ap- 
propriations for military purposes 
were enough to give the reich five 
times as strong an armament as the 
treaty of Versailles allows.

Red Flags Wave. 


Over the slender steeples and the 
battlemented towers of the kremlin 
fluttered huge red flags which, il- 
luminated by a brilliant noonday sun, 
had the appearance of great flaming 
sheets of fire. Within the shadow of 
Lenin’s now empty wooden tomb an 
enormous red banner was flung to 
the wind reading: “Proletarians of the 
world! Stand undef the banner of 
the communist international! Forward 
to new battles and to new victories!” 


The drone of scores of red army 
airplanes overhead mingled with the 
strains of military bands, the rumbling 
of dozens of military tanks and the 
staccato steps of marching soldiers. 
imparted a distinctive martial touch to 
the scene. . 

Allegorical floats  satirizing capi- 
talism and imperialism and glorifying 
the triumph of communism and labor 
were a distinctive part of the pro- 
cession which required eight hours to 
pass. 

Leaders Review. 

The marchers were’ reviewed by

He states that 
the great growth of collective farms 
will enable the soviet government 
finally to emerge from the present 
grain crisis and predicts that within 
a few years Russia will me one 
of the greatest grain producing coun- 
tries in the world. 

“By the spring of 1930 we will 
have 60,000 tractors and in another 
year from then 100,000, and in 1932 
250,000,” says Stalin. “We are go- 
ing ahead full sail toward industriali- 
zation and socialism, leaving behind 
the Russian inertia Which has existed 
for centuries. 

“We are becoming a country of 
tractorization and automobilization. 
When we place the soviet union on 
the automobile and the Russian peas- 
ant on the tractor, then Jet the honor- 
able capitalists who boast of their 
civilization try to catch up with us. 
We will yet see which of the countries 
can then be designated as backward 
and which as forward.”

CUTTING COUNTY EXPENSES. 
+ The county commissioners have 
entered upon a reform in the con- 
duct of the county’s business that 
will please ninety-nine and _ nine- 
tenths of the taxpayers of the 
eommunity. 

They have ‘requested’ the 
heads of the former fee-supported 
offices to cut the salaries of their 
employes as much as 10 per cent 
from current pay rolls. The com- 
missioners should follow up the 
“request” by making at least that 
much reduction absolute in their 
final action upon county salaries 
for the next year. 


The commission has done high- 
ly commendable work in paying 
off this year $400,000 of the coun- 
ty’s debts. They hope in 1930 to 
wipe out all current claims and 
put the county on a pay-on-the 
nail basis, and the people will ap- 
plaud them lustily when they do 
that. They can help themselves 
to that happy state by the pro- 
posed salary cuts. 

It is most notoriously absurd to 
follow the notion that a man or 
‘woman is worth two and three 
times more when employed on a 
county job than when doing the 
Same and more work in private 
employment. 

A man who can get only $50 a 
week in commercial pursuit is 
clearly not worth $100 a week in 
the public service; and a stenog- 
rapher who is paid $25 a week in 
the office of a law firm is scarce- 
ly worth $75 to $100 a week in 
the service of a county official. 
Such abnormal payments are pure 
political graft, as a rule, and a 
legal way of raiding public funds 
because they are created by taxes 
upon the people at large. 

Fulton county is a populous 
and rich community, growing 


*-- more so every day, and the re- 
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sources for a progressive but eco- 
nomical administration of its af- 
fairs are being annually amplified. 
Every citizen knows those facts, 
and knows they furnish no reason 
or justification for overloading 
the pay rolls with salaries fla- 
grantly out of proportion with 
the services rendered. 

The county commissioners can- 


not go wrong by putting the busi- 


ness of the county on the same 
basis as their own and paying no 
‘more for services to the public 
than they would pay for the same 
Services to themselves. 


ENDORSING STATE REFORMS. 

While expressing jubilance over 
the democratic victory in Virginia 
there are features of it that should 


_be studied by state government re- 


formers in general, and especially in 


the southern states.

SAFE BRANCH BANKING. 

The “urge to merge” has taken 
on nationwide extent and popularity. 
Concentrations of power, resources, 
expenses and efficiency are being 
made in manufactures, finance, 
transportation and general com- 
merce. It is all a part of the great 
modern movement in conservatism 
of energy, mass production and 
economic distribution. 


Now that great mergers are fea- 
turing the banking field, accented 
by consolidations of banks in New 
York, Detroit, Chicago, Atlanta and 
other cities, with capitalizations and 
resources of tremendous magnitude, 
the general business public is begin- 
ning to sense the practical conse- 
quences, 

Perhaps the most practical result 
of these huge banking mergers will 
be the expansion of branch banking 
throughout their special areas. The 
advantages of having a strong bank 
operate branches is being proved by 
the experiences of the people wher- 
ever the plan has been undertaken. 

Legal facilities for the purpose 
will follow popular demand for such 
branches. They have so many more 
ways of safely serving a community 
than a small and weak local bank 
that there is a rising demand in 
Georgia as elsewhere for the branch 
banks operated by a greater bank 
in a financial center. The strength 
of the parent bank and its affili- 
ations supply a guaranty of the 
Safety of deposits far greater than 
any legislated guaranty law. 

In Massachusetts the legislature 
meeting in January next is being 
asked to have an .official survey of 
the bank mergers in that:state for 
the information of the people as 
to their advantages, safety and fa- 
cilities for promoting industry and 
trade enterprises. The attorney- 
general.of Michigan has just lately 
ruled that the laws of that state 
not only allow the bank mergers, 
but allow holding and investment 
trusts to own the majority or all 
the shares of such banks and oper- 
ate a bank and its branches, all 
without peril to any private or pub- 
lic interest. 

Under a fully legalized and in- 
Sured branch banking system there 
would be small probability of whole- 
Sale sudden bank failures such as 
have happened in lowa, or Georgia, 
or Florida, with the loss of many 
millions of dollars to innocent and 
helpless depositors. 

Undoubtedly there will be in near 
years a widespread resort to the 
Saner, safer and more economic plan 
of branch banking by the strong in 
Stitutions of central cities. 


WANTS THE FACTS KNOWN. 

Governor Max QO. Gardner, of 
North Carolina, has appealed to the 
industrial leaders of the state to get 
together aid agree upon a thorough- 
ly rational and just policy or co- 
ordinating the interests of employ- 
ers and their employes. 

In view of the recent disturb- 
ances in the textile labor fields of 
the state Governor Gardner urges 
that the true conditions be investi- 
gated and made known to all con- 
cerned. Whenever inequities exist 
they should be voluntarily correct- 
ed, for instance as between mill- 
owners and their operatives. He 
knows personally and officially that 
actual conditions in the mill areas 
of the state have been grossly mag- 
nified and misrepresented to the 
country, and led to invasions by 
communistic fanatics not bent upon 
improving labor interests but upon 
embroiling the workers in enmities 
and riotous conflicts with lawful 
authorities. 

The governor asks for a full, im- 
partial and honest revelation of the 
policy of the labor employers and of 
the actual conditions prevailing 
among the workers. He wants a 
just and amicable status established 
between them as necessary to the 
peace and prosperity of both, as 
well as the good order and fame 
of the state.

Sainte Beuve’s 


Duel. 


Seven duels were fought in Paris 
during the month of August and eight 
the previous month. Only one of the 
encounter was between literati. This 
is remarkable, A quarter century ago 
90 per cent of the duels were be- 
tween critics and actors. The former 
being generally challenged for having 
written some uncomplimentary re- 
marks upon the players or play- 


wrights. Daudet fought his dozen 
duels, a rather surprisingly low figure 
if the gentleman’s acrimonious or 
rather vitriolic style is taken into con- 
sideration., Clemenceau had his share 
of encounters on the field of honor. 
Most of these literary duels, it should 
be added were bloodless affairs and 
generally ended in a_ reconciliation 
dinner. One of the most famous duels 
ever staged was between Sainte Beuve 
and a rural author named Dubois. 
When the two combattants had taken 
up position and were handed their pis- 
tols it suddenly started to pour rain. 
Sainte Beuve asked for an unbrella. 
“I don’t mind being shot dead,” he 
remarked, “but I refuse to get a 
soaking!” The duel was called off.

Forgotten 
Village. 


Between Montfaucon and Verdun 
lies a amall village, Septanges by 
name. This village was bombarded 
to pieces during the war. When peace 


came at last the remaining inhabi- 
tants went to work to erect a monu- 
ment to their dead, nor has the par- 
ish church been restored so far. Here 
is the appeal by the Mayor of Sep- 
tanges, received at Paris: “The war 
took every house in our commune, 
more than three quarters of our boys 
and men, our parish church and our 
town hall. Our people went to work 
heroically after the war clearing away 
the ruins, rebuilding. But our re- 
sources are slender. We haven't been 
able to raise the money for a memo- 
rial to our dead. Our church, the 
soul of our village, has not been re- 
built. We have 2,000 franes (SO) 
dellars. It isn’t enough. Is there 
anyone in this world who would come 
to our aid?’ Septanges looks upon 
her neighbors, Varennes, Montfaucon, 
Romagne, Nantillois, and Belleau, all 
rebuilt by American generosity. Many 
an American must remember the pile 
of broken masonry and charred ruins 
on the road to Montfaucon, and doubt- 
ed if human beings would ever be 
able to make anything out of it.

Health Talks

GOING OUT AFTER A BATH. 


| In a recent health questionnaire an- 
swered by more than 900 of our read- 
ers on this question: 

Is it dangerous to go.out in the cold 
immediately after a hot bath? Give 
reason for your answer. 

One hundred thirty-one readers be- 


lieve it is dangerous, but offer no rea- 
‘son for thinking so. Two hundred 
twelve readers think it might be a 
risky thing to do under some circum- 
stances, and most of them suggest a 
circumstance. All the rest declare 
there is no harm in doing so, and 
many of them explain they have often 
done ‘it and never noticed any ill 


effect. 

That 584 out of 930 readers of this 
column do not “take cold,” to the best 
of their knowledge and belief, from 
such a sudden change, and harbor no 
fear that such “carelessness” is likely 
to do any harm, is very encouraging 
to me, and I should think it ought to 
give some of my old fogy colleagues a 
degree of anxiety. 1 can’t put my 
hand on a single physician or health 
authority of standing who actually as- 
serts that this sort of thing will give 
anybody a “cold” or even that it will 
make anybody more susceptible to any 
infection, but I submit that such is 
the inference: an intelligent person 
must draw from the advice or instruc- 
tions handed out by our leading 
health authorities from time to time. 
Especially the old-timers who warn 
the dear public against getting the 
feet wet, or wearing insufficient cloth- 
ing, in cold or raw weather, when 
there’s a good deal of grip or flu or 
anything like that prevalent. It seems 
silly that a health commissioner of a 
great city.or province or the chief of 
the public health bureau of the nation- 
al government should publish such 
warnings, but they do, with a _ per- 
fecthy solemn face, too. 

Take another instance: Suppose 
you indulge in an hour or two of un- 
usually hard work or play, get all in 
a sweat, then sit down to cool off in 
a draft, breeze or wind. Any risk 
in that? Yes, you idiot, of course 
there is a fine chance you will get 
lumbago or some such lameness of 
muscles, or maybe a “glass arm.” It 
makes a lot of difference how you 
have gotten heated up. In this in- 
stance it is from greatly increased 
combustion in your muscles; the com- 
bustion of fuel 
considerable waste matter or ash of 
more or less. acid character (carbon 
dioxide, lactic acid compounds) in the 
muscles to be removed through the 
circulation. If you suddenly check 
the cirqulation or retard it by cold on 
the surface an excess of the waste 
material remains in and near the 
muscles, and becomes an _ irritant. 
That's how such conditions as lum- 
bago and lame arms happen. (The 
“slass arm” of the baseball pitcher is 
of this nature; the “charleyhorse” of 
an athlete is altogether different, be- 
ing a rupture of tendon or muscle 
fibers from sudden effort without 
preliminary “‘warming up.’) 

Of course when yow get overheated 
by artificial means there is no such 
increased combustion (metabolism) in 
the body. So there is no objection 
whatever to sudden jcooling. Any oue 
who has ever indulged in a Turkish or 
Russian bath should appreciate this. 
Any woman who has done a big wash- 
ing on a cold day, then hopped right 
out to hang the clothes as she is, 
knows she will suffer no ill effects 
worse than a lame shoulder. 

Incidentally, athletes in fair train- 
ing are unlikely to suffer this lame- 
ness even though they take no pains 


to prevent it.

TERRIBLE DEATHS 
IN LAVA’S PATH. 


Relief workers returning from El Pal- 
mar and+the district affected by the 
eruption of Santa Maria volcano, to- 
day brought back lurid tales of the 
sights in the localities invaded by the 
molten lava. 

Altogether eight coffee plantations 
were completely destroyed and most 
of their population perished. Some 
were caught in the fields by the fiery 
stream and others had _ barricaded 
themselves in their homes as if be- 
lieving that they could thereby es- 
cape. These latter died slow deaths 
by asphyxiation. ~Some of them ap- 
parently had realized that the end 
was approaching and had composed 
themselves for it. Others showed evi- 
dence of having gone through great 
agony.

RAINS INCREASE 
HAZARDS OF SURVIVORS. 

Havana, November 7.—(#)—The 
Guatemala city office of the Compania 
Cubana Radio Telegrafica Intercon- 
tinental today informed its office here 
that terrific rains set in immediately 
after cessation of the volcanic erup- 
tions and were adding to the misery 
of hundreds of families left homeless 
by the flow of lava. 

Highways between Palmar and the 
nearby town of Hacienda Enriqueta 
were described as being crowded with 
refugees driving cattle and wheeling 
personal belongings saved from the 
disaster. 

The Guatemalan government was 
reported to have sent large forces from 
the sanitation department into the 
stricken area to render assistance and 
to clear away the debris for the early 
reconstruction of ra homes. The 
Red Cross of Guatemala was caring 
for many homeless at two stations. 
Boy uts were participating in the 
work of rendering aid.

may have withdrawn purchasing pow- 
er from radio. 

On the other hand, price reductions 
were regarded as anticipating new 
and more vigorous competition in the 
radio industry. Mergers of certain 
leading manufacturers are known to 
be “in the wind.” The fact is not be- 
ing overlooked also that the recently 
formed Genera] Motors Radio Cor- 
poration will soon be in the field, 
probably with a range of low and me 
dium priced sets. 

No direct reason for present cur- 
rents in the radio trade were given 
by Bond Geddes, executive vice pres- 
ident of the Radio Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, who came to West Baden 
to assure the broadeasters’ convention 
that the manufacturers were keenly 
interested in their problems, particu- 
larly their problems at Washington. 

Mr. Geddes reperted that radio 
sales estimates for this year ranged 
from $750,000,000 to $1.000,000,000, 
“with no saturation point in sight.” 

He called attention also to the fact, 
which most station operators admitted, 
that chains and stations this year, 
for the first time, are prospering along 
with the manufacturers, Broadcasting, 
however, is beset with too many legis- 
lative uncertainties to be regarded as 
a stable industry. ;

Bledsoe’s indictment returned by a 
grand jury October 22 was announced 
yesterday. 

The indictment was on three counts. 
The first charged him with embezzling 
$15,295: the second with failing to 
account for that sum and the third 
with obtaining cancelled checks from 
banks to prevent government agents 
checking them. 

. C. Kavanaugh, president of a 
local bank, who was the first to sign 
Dr. Bledsoe’s bond, said he believed 
“if any irregularity exists in Dr. Bled- 
soe’s accounts it is a technical one 
and not a moral error.”

Worth Tired Feeling. 

Davis was tired and his face was 
drawn when he lifted himself from

Combs, of Kansas City, Mo. She has 
kept up her interest in horseflesh, is 
a skillful rider, as well as a famous 
authority on and owner of a string 
of celebrated horses. Mrs, Combs is 


offering three silver trophies for a 
unique children’s class at the Ameri- 
can Royal horse show, to be staged 
November 16 to 23, in St. Louis. It 
is her desire to have children who 
have not won a blue ribbon in anv 
recognized show to enter in this class. 

Mrs. Combs believes that interest 
can be stimulated in very young chil- 
dren. So often it is the case that 
a boy or girl who owns a show pony 
takes all the ring honors, and the oth- 
ers have a mentgl hazard to overcome 
In competing with former winners.

The occasion 
will be the dedication, to future generations, of a line of 
breastworks that run through the place, and the formal deeding of the 
property to itself, in perpetuity. This, she feels, will be the only way 


to prevent their destruction by subsequent owners, which she wishes |

The idea of property owning itself is not, wholly, a new one in 
Georgia. There is an historic oak in Athens, celebrated for the distin- , 
guished men who, from.time to time, have enjoyed its shade and used 
it as a popular meeting place. Years ago this grand old tree was deeded 
to itself. It is still flourishing, still enjoying its independence, still 


‘giving shelter to many. - 


The ceremony at Ayershire will be conducted by the Atlanta Chapter, 
U. D. C., which for many years has been interested in marking historic 
The breastworks run parallel to the Chattahoo- 
chee river. They were thrown up by Confederates defending Atlanta 
from the approach of Sherman’s army, entrenched on the other side. 


It is always al- 
most like finding an open grave! 
RS. AYER’S ceremony at 
Ayershire may inaugu- 
rate an important move- 
ment. The outspread- 
ing arms of Atlanta’s civic devel- 
opment will soon be clutching the 
inner lines of these encircling 
breastworks. Developers will soon 
be plowing them over leveling, 
them down for the making of 
green gardens and children’s play- 
grounds. Mrs. Ayer’s plan is to 
enclose her revered breastworks 
at Ayershire with low stone cop- 
ings—one on each side, and to 
fill the low gfounds before and 
behind with. ferns and flowers. 


VERY interesting portrait 

of our Mrs. Gray Zalinski 

has recently Been complet- 

ed by Thomas Delbridge, 
of New York and Atlanta. It is 
a three-quarter length lifesize 
study in bluish greens and reveals 
this beautiful woman seated, with 
one hand relaxed in her lap, 
and the other resting, naturally 
enough, on the chair arm.

has also been celebrated in fiction 
—in one of Sheila Kaye-Smith’s 
novels, “Challenge to Sirius,” for 
instance, though how this popular 
English novelist procured her not 
wholly inaccurate descriptions of 
localities, it is difficult even to 
surmise. 
HE breastworks thrown up 
along Peachtree creek are 
still plainly to be seen. A 
line of them runs through 
the newly planned Peachtree Me- 
morial park. Henderson Hallman, 
always entirely altruistic in his 
public activities, is hoping to pre- 
serve them. Many of the Pace’s 
Ferry road estates occupy similar- 
ly historic ground. Lines of 
breastworks stretch on to the 
northeast, through the Oglethorpe 
and Ashford properties, and then 
directly north, following Nance’s 
creek, through The Cedars, the 
Chauncey Smith estate beyond 
Chamblee. 

William J. Davis’ superb river- 
Side principality, Pace’s Ferry 
hills, includes Signal mountain, 
occupied by the federals during 
the month of August, 1864. This 
mountain rises to austere heights 
immediately back of the some- 
what lower hills on which Mr 
Davis has built his residence. It 
was used for observation and for 
Signaling. the troops—hence its 
name. 

The federal battery was located 
on one of the lower hills, a theu- 
sand feet beyond the Davis resi- 
dence, and on a direct line with 
it. From its high point of van- 
tage it overlooks the river and 
the long-ago site of Pace’s ferry 
—an important point, to be strict- 
ly guarded to prevent the cross- 
ing of the Confederate troops.

New York, November 7.—4)—A 
plan to merge the National City bank 
and the Corn Exchange Bank Trust 
Co., which might have created the 
largest bank in the worid, has been 
completely disrupted by the unsettle- 
ment of the seeurity markets, 

Stockholders of the National City 
bank were scheduled to meet today 
t. ratify the plan, announced by the 
directorates of the two banks a month 


ago, but the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority of the stock was not represented 
at the meeting, and it was announced 
that the stockholders had‘ failed to 
authorize the plan. 

The fact that only 49 per cent of 
National City steck was represented 
at the meeting was taken ag an indi- 
cation that steekholders did not de- 
sire the completion of the plan, and 
n arrangements were made for call- 
ing another meeting. Charles E. 
Mitchell, chairman of National City, 
said negotiations were at an end. It 
was stated in ecireles close to the Na- 
tional City executive, however, that 
the merger was stil] regarded as high- 
ly desirable, and that it was rea- 
sonable te suppose that negotiations 
might be resumed later. 

On the basis of total resources of 
he two banks when the plan was pro- 
posed, it would have ereated an in- 
stitution with resoureeg of more than 
$2,300,000,000, slightly exceeding the 
r+ sources of the Midland Bank of Eng- 
land, largest bank in the world, as 
indicated by its last statement. Corn 
Exchange has more than 60 branches 
in greater New York, and the com- 
hination would havé created a chain 
of mere than 100 branches.

An analysis of building dats for 
September and most of October shows 
no change in the declining trend that 
has been in evidence fer some time. 
Residential building continues to look 
decidedly poor. 

The September total of $118,000,000 
of contract awards ip the central and 
eastern parts of the United States is 
the Jowest figure since 1924. Further 
more, the decline from August was the 
sharpest in several years. At present 
less residential building is in contem- 
plation than at any time im more than 
six years. 

Commercial building shows the best 
comparison with last year, the gain 
being largely because of extensive of- 
fice building work in the middle At- 
lantie states and in the Pittsburgh 
district. But as in industria] byilding, 
the ratio of September awards to the 
August contemplated figurg@ was very 
low. Public works and utilifies totaled 
about the same as in September, 1928. 
This is sharply below the figure for 
September of two years ago, but larz- 
er than in any other September on 
record, Highway contracts are shar- 
ing in this activity in excellent pro- 
pertiona. 

_ That the general decline in construc- 
tion activity is still going on is borne 
out by the figurea on contracts award- 
ed throughout the United States dur- 
ing the first three weeks of October. 
These contracts awarded averaged 15 
to 20 per cent under the correspond- 
ing weeks of a year ago, 

Building material costs have de 
clined in recent weeks, prices of lum- 
ber, steel, brick, ¢ement and the non- 
f.rroug metals declining or holding 
steady at best. 

Although the period of most rapid 


| decline in building contracts is prob- 


ably past, further Jetup is to he ex- 
pected, and any recovery wil] hardly 
he seen until some time next year. 
Then, building costa may have reeed 
and the decline in money rates may 
have gone far enough to permit easier 
finaneing. 

The recent reduction in the federal 
reserve bank rate of New York from 
6 per cent to 5 per cent is not likely 
to help the building situation before 
next spring, Before there can be any 
sustained revival of building opera- 
tions money conditions will have to 
hecome less stringent and speculative 
building now carried on credit liqui- 
dated, making possible restoration of 
confidence,

Knowing that ealls for additional 
margin had been sent out in all 
directions overnight Wall Street was 
Prepared for the declines that vwe- 
curred at the opening. During the 
first 30 minutes trading was much 
heavier than deaterday, the turnover 
reaching 2,401,000 shares against 
1,157,000 for the first half hour yes- 
terday, To noon today the volume 
was 5,386,000 shares against 3,341,000 
shares for the first two hours yes- 
terday, At the close of the market 
the tape was over an hour late, to- 
day’s total yolume for the three hours 
was 7,848,000 shares against 5,914,000 
shares for the same period yester- 


day.

Many Accounts Closed, 


In yesterday's market and again to- 
day many weak accounts were closed 
out, big and little. After the heavy 
selling of the first hour strong sup- 
port came inte the market, Th 
support caused a stampede on the 
part of the large bear party now op- 
erating in the stock market, It was 
the rush to cover on the part of the 
hears that brought about the vigorous 
recovery in prices of the last two 
hours, 

Despite the fact that bargain bunt- 
ers haye repeatedly made mistakes in 
the last couple of weeks in believing 
that the bottom had been _ touched; 
there was good buying of stocks to- 
day. Much of this buying got the 
benefit of the stampede that ac- 
curred later in the day on the part 
of the bears. 

Disinterested stock market observers 
are inclined to believe that many sore 


spots in the stock market have been 
cleaned up at the existing price level. 
It remains to be seen, however, how 
much further the recovery will go;

One news development of the day 
which helped impreve sentiment was 
the announcement by the directors of 
the Chieago Northwestern railroad 
that the annual dividend had been in- 
creased from $4 to $5, This helped 
tailway shares, especially those of 
western railroads. Northwestern from 
now on will pay dividends quarterly 
instead of semi-annually.

Amendment of the federal reserve act 
to make all legitimate collateral, in- 
cluding stock certificates, eligible to 
rediscount privileges was advocated 
today by Samuel P. Arnot, presjdent 
of the Chicago Board of Trade.

CURE FOR CHRONIC 
BONE INFECTIONS 
CLAIMED BY DOCTOR 


Chicago, November 7.—(?)—A new 
method of curing chronic bone infec- 
tions was claimed today by Dr. Max 
Thorek, of Chicago, in an address 
before the American College of Phy- 
sical Therapy. 

Dr. Thorek, surgeon-in-chief of the 
American hospital here, said that aft- 
er seven years’ experimentation, he 
Was positive that the application of 
a poultice made of oatmeal and fer- 
tilizer to the surface is a much im- 
proved method of treating such infec- 
tions. The treatment works, he ex- 
one grey not by killing the bacteria, 

ut by stimulating them to greater 
activity and foreing the body to set 
up its own anti-toxins, which by 
themselves eliminate the poison. 

Bone infections may arise, he said, 
from fractures, blows or poisoning 
in the body. The usual treatment has 
been to cut into the bone and chisel 
away the diseased parts.
